|N the Firft place itis Agreed 
and Concluded, That from 
this day, and for ever for- 
wards, there be a true, firm 
and inviolable Peace be- 
tween the moft Serene King of Great !Britain, 
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Prance and Jnlmdy Defender of the Chriftiaa 
Faiths <r*c. andi the niofl illuflrious Lords, 
theBafhaw^ Dey, Aga and Governours of 
the City and Kingdom c>i Mgien^ and be- 
tween all the Dominions and Subjefts of ei* 
therfidcy and that tihe Ships or otjier VelTels, 
and flie. Subjects arid People of both fides 
Ihall not henceforth do to each other any 
harm, offence, or injury either in word or 
deed, but fliall treat one another with all: 
poffible jrcfpeft and friendfliip. 
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That.any oftheSI«ips or iod^^ iV'eflfels be- 
longing to the laid King of Great (Brttain^ or - 
to any of His Majefties Subjefts, may jfafely . 
come to the Port x)f y^ig/*^, or to any other 
Port or Place of that Kingdom, there freely 
to Buy and .Sell, paying the ufual-Cuftoms of 
loperQni^is in forncier times, for . fuch 
Good^ as they (ell, and tbe^GOj^^hey i iftll 
not, they fiiall:.1freely carry on'ii0^d with-^ 
outpaying any Duties for the fame; Andthat: 
chey fhali freely depart from thence when- 
foevet chey pleafe, without any ftop of liin- 
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drancewhatfoever. As to Contraband Mer- 
chandizes, as Powder, Brimftone, Iron, 
Planks, and all forts of Timber fit for Build- 
ing of Ships, Ropes, Pitch, Tar, Fufils, and 
other Habiliments of War, His faid Majcfties 
Subjefts fliall pay no Duty for the farrie to 
thok o{ Algiers* 
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That all Ships and other Veflfels^ as well 
thofe belonging to the faid Kinder Great 
Sritaln^ or to any of His Majefties Suhjea?, 
as thofe belonging to the I^ingdom or 
People oi4i^ttrs, fliall freely pafs the S^, 
and Traffick Without any -Search, hindrance 
ormoleftation from each other 5 and th^tall 
Perfons, or Paffengers of wh^t Coilficrey^^Q. 
ever,^,nd ajl Money$, Gp.o^s, >^^rch^;^4w? 
and Moveabfes, to \vluiibey,e/ Pcppje w 
Nation belonging, being on Board of ^m 
of t^he^faid Ships or Veffels, ftall feeowhql- 
ly fred, andilull not be ftQpfied/';take/i ,Qr 
pllundered, nor^receive any harm or dan^age

That the Algiers Ships of War or other 
Veflels meeting with any Merchants Ships 
or other Veflels of His faid Majefties Sub- 
jefts, not being in any of the Seas appertain- 
ing to His Majefties Dominions, may fend 
on Board One fingle Boat with Two Sitters 
onely, befides the ordinary Crew of Rowers, 
and that no more flialL enter any fuch Mer- 
chant Ship or Veflel without exprefs leave 
from the Commander thereof, but the Two 
Sitters alone, and that upon producing a 
Pafsuiider the Hand and Seal of the Lord 
High Admiral of England and Irelandy or of 
the Lord High Admiral of Scotland, for the 
faid Kingdorns refpeftively, or under the 
Hdi^ds and Seal of the Commiffioners fot 
Exd:tuting the Office of Lord High Admiral 
of any of the faid Kingdoms, that the faid 
Boat (hall prefently depart, and the M6r. 
chant Ship or Veflel fliall proceed freely on 
her Voyage, and that although for thefpace 
of Fifteen Months next enfuing after the 
Condufion of this Peace, the faid Comman^ 
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der of the Merchant Ship or Veflel produce 
no fuch Pafs^yet if the major part of the Sea- 
men of tlie faid Ship or Veflel be Subjeds of 
the faid King o£ Great Britain, the faid Boat 
fliall immediately depart, and the faid Mer- 
chant Ship ox VeflTel fliall freely proceed on 
her Voyage j But that after the faid Fifteen 
Months, all Merchants Ships or VeflTels of 
His faid Majefl:ies Subjeds fliall be obliged 
to produce fuch a Pafs as aforefaid. And 
any of the Ships of War or other Veflels of 
His faid Majefty, meeting with any Ships 
or other Veflels of ^^/Vrj, if the Commander 
of any fuch ^^/Vr Ship or Veflel fliall pro. 
duce a Pafs Firmed by the Chief Governours 
of Algiers J and a Certificate from the Englijh 
Conful living there, or if they have no fuch 
Pafs or Certificate, yet if for the Ipace of 
Fifteen Months next enfuing the Conclufion 
of this Peace, the major part of the Ships 
Company be Turks, Moors, or Slaves belong- 
ing to Jlgiersy then the faid Jlgier Ship or 
Veflel fliall proceed freely ; But that after 
the faid Fifteen Months, zWJlgiers Ships or 
Veffels fliall be obliged to produce fiich 
a Pafs and Certificate as aforefaid. 

V. That

That no Commander or other Perfon oV 
any Ship or Veflel ofJlgiers fliall take out of 
any Ship or Veffel of His faid Majefties Sub- 
je<fts, any perfon or perfons whatfbever, to 
carry them any where to be Examined, or 
upon any other pretence j nor fliali they ufe 
any Torture or Violence to any perfon of 
what Nation or Quality foever, being on 
Board any Ship or Veflel of His Majefties 
Subjefts, upon any pretence whatfoever. 

VI. 

That no Shipwrack belonging to the laid 
King of Great Britain, or to any of His Ma- 
jellies Subjefts, upon, any part of the Coaft 
belonging to AlgierSy ITiall be made or be- 
come Prize, and that neither the Goods 
thereof fliall be Seized, nor the Men made 
Slaves; but that all the Subjea:s of ^^/Vr^ 
fliall do their beft endeavours to lave the faid 
Men and their Goods. 

VII. That

That no. Ship, nor any other Veffel of ^Z- 
^iers fliall have permiffion to be delivered up, 
or go to Sally^ or any other place in Enmity 
with the faid King of Gnat ^Britain, to be 
made ufe of as Corlairs or Sea Rovers againft 
His faid Majefties Subjeds, 

VIII. 

Thart none of the Ships or other fmaller 
Veflels oi Algiers fliall remain Crufing near 
or in fight of His Majefties City and Garifon 
o( Tangier, or of any other His Majefties 
Roads, Havens or Ports, Towns and Places, 
nor any ways difturb the Peace and Com- 
merceofthelame.

That if any Ship or Veflel of Tunis, Tripolt, 
or Sally, or of any other Place, bring any 
Ships, VelFels, Men or Goods belonging to 
any of His faid Majefties Subjefts, to Algiers, 
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or to any Port or Place in that Kingdom, 

SoveLurs there fhall not pen^t them 

o be fold withia the Territories of Jlg'ers. 



X. 

That ifany of the Ships of War of the 

faid King of Great Sntain do come to J^t^'s, 
o to anf other Port or Place of tlnat King- 
dom wi?h any Prize, they may freely Sell it, 
or otherwife to difpofe of it at then: own 
pleafure, without being molefted by any • 
Ld that His Majefties f^'^ ^hips of War 
(hall not be obliged to pay Cuftotns in 
any forH and that if they fhall want Provi- 

;;,ay freely Buy them at the Rates in the 
Market. 

XI. 
That when any of His faid Majefties Ships 

of War (hall appear before ^k';"."P?;i nO' 
tice thereof given by the En^/|/^ Coniul, or 

by the Commander of the f^id ShiPS ^° ^ 
aWGovernoursof^feien,PublickP^ocla. 
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mationfliall be immediately made to Secure 
the Chriftian Captives ■■> and if after that, any 
Chriftians whatfoever make their efcape on 
Board any of the faid Ships of War, they fliall 
not be required back again, nor fhall the 
faid Conful or Commander, or any other 
His Majefties Subjeds be obliged to pay any 
thing for the faid Chriftians. 

XII. 

That from and after the time that the Ra- 
tification of this Treaty by the King oi Great 
(Britain, fhall be delivered to the Chief Go- 
vernoursof ^^ie«, no Subjefts of His faid 
Majefty fhall be Bought or Sold, or made 
. Slaves in any part of the Kingdom oUlgwn, 
upon any pretence whatfoever. And the 
faid King o^Great 'Britain fhall not be obliged 
by vertue of this Treaty of Peace to Redeem 
any of His Subjeds now in Slavery, or who 
mav be made Slaves before the faid Ratifica- 
tion ; But it fhall depend abfolutely upon 
His Majefty, or the Friends and Relations ot 
the faid Perfons in Slavery, without any limi- 
tation or reftri.5tion of time, to Redeem fuch 
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and fo many of them from time to time, as 
fhall be thought fit, agreeing of as reafona- 
ble a Price as may be, with their Patrons or 
Mailers for their Redemption, without ob- 
lighig the faid Patrons or Matters againft 
their wills to fet any at Liberty, whether 
they be Slaves belonging to the Beylicque or 
Gaily, or fuch as belong to the Bafliaw, 
Dey, Governour, Aga, or any other perfons 
whatfoever. And all Slaves being His Ma- 
jefties Subjects, fhall, when they are Re- 
deemed, enjoy the advantage and benefit of 
abatements of the Duty due to the Royal 
Houfe, and of the other Charges, by paying 
fuch reaibnable Sums as any Slaves of other 
Nations ufually pay when they are P^€«3 
deemed. 

XIIL 

That if any £ubje(5l of the faid King of 
Great Britain happen to die in Algiers^ or in any 
part of its Territories, his Goods or Moneys 
fhall not be Seized by the Governours, Judg- 
es, or othej Officers o^Almrs (who fhall like- 
wife make no enquiry after thefame)butthe 
feid Goods or Monkeys fhall be pofleffed or 
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n'^''''r^V"n W°" ""' P^'^'^"^ whom the 
Deceafed fhall by his M Will have made his 

Heir or Heirs, in cafe they be upon the place 

where the Teftator deceafed.^ But if thl 

Heirs be not there, then the Executors of the 

laid Will, lawfully Conftituted by the De- 

ceafed fhallafter having made.n Inventory 
ot all the Goods and Moneys left, take them 

jntotheirCuftodywithoutanvhindrance,and 
Jnall take care the fame be remitted by fome 

iafeway, to the true and lawful Heirs 5 and

XIV. 

TJiat no Merchants being His Majefties 
StibjeAs, and refiding iris, or Trading to the 
City and Krngdom oUlgiers, ftall be obliged 
to buy a^y Merchandizes againft their Wills , 
but itMbe free for them to buy fuch 
Cominodities as they fhall think fit, and no 
"-aptain or Gommander of any Ship or Vef-

gievs happen to btriKc, V ^^ 
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or aMoor^if he be taken^he is to be punifhed in 
the fame mannetj and with no greater feve- 
rity then a Turk ought to be, being guilty of 
the fame Offence , but if he efcape, neither 
the faid Englijh Conful, nor any other of 
His faid Majefties Subjeds, fliall be in any 
fort queftioned and troubled therefore. 

XVII. 

That the EytgUflo Conful now, or at any 
time hereafter living in Mgiers^ fhall be 
there at all times with entire Freedom and 
Safety of his Perfbn and Eftate, and fhall be 
permitted to choofe his own Druggerman 
and Broker, and freely to go on Board any 
Ships in the Road, as often and when he 
pleafes, and to have the liberty of the Coun- 
trey ; And that he fliall be allowed a Place 
to Pray in, and that no man fhall do him 
any Injury in word or deed. 

XVIII. 

That not onely during the continuance of 
this Peace and Friendfliip, but likewife if 
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any Breach or War happen to be hererfter 
between the faidKing ol Great Sritmrnd 
the Kingaom o^J^ers, the faid BnglljhCon- 
fill, and all other His faid Majefties Subje^s 
Inhabiting in the Kingdom of Algiers, fliall 
always, and at all times, both of Peace and 
War, have full and abfolute Liberty to de- 
part and go to their own, or any other Coun- 
trey, upon any Ship or Veflelof what Na- 
tion foever they fliall think: fit, and to carry 
with them all their Eftates, Goods, Fami- 
lies and Servants, without any interruption 

or hindrance. 

XIX. 

That no Subjea of His faid Majefty, being 
aPaffenger, and coming or going with his 
Baggage, from or to any Port, fliall be any 
way molefted or meddled with, although he 
be on Board any Ship or Veflel in Enmity 
\Vit\iJlgms; And in like manner no ^^e- 
rine Paflenger being on Board any Ship or 
Veflel in Enmity with the faid King oi Great 
'Bntam, fliall be any way molefted, whether 
in his Perfon, or in his Goods which he may 
have Laden on Board the faid Ship or-Veflel.

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That ar all times when any Ship of War 
of the King oiGm^ ^rltdm.cuiym^Yiis faid 
Majefties Flag at the Main-Top-Maft-hcad, 
fliall appear before '^kj^rsy and come to an 
Anchor in the Road, ^at immediately af- 
ter notice thereof given by His faid Maje- 
fties Confiil, or Officer, from the Ship unto 
the Dcy and Government of ^l^iers^ they 
fliall in Honour to His Majefty, caufe a Sa- 
lute of One and twenty Cannon to be Sho; 
off from the Caftlcsand Forts of the City, 
and that the faid Ship fliall jeturn an An- 
fwer by Shooting ofF the (ame Number of 
Cannon. 

XXI, 

That prefently.a^fer the Signing and Seal- 
ing of thefe Articks by th^ Bafliaw^ Pey,. 
Aga,and:Governours of .4^/>rj, all Injuries 
and Damages lIiftaLaed ^n either part^.fli^Il 
be quite tatert away, and foj^btcc^n, and this 
Peace fliall be in fdl force and vertue, and 
continue for everc And for all Depredations 
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and Damages that fliall be afterwards com- 
.mitted or done by either Side, before nodce 
can be given of this Peace, full Satisfadtiofi 
fliall immediately be made, and v/hatfocver 
xernains in kindj fliall be inftantly reftored. 

XXIL 

That in cafe it fliall ha|^en hereafter that 
any thing is done or committed contrary to 
this Treaty, whether by the SubjciSls of the 
one or the other Party, the Treaty notwith- 
ftanding fliall fubfift in full force, and fuch 
Contraventions fliall notoccafion the Breach 
of this Peace, friendfliip, and good Corre- 
fpondence, but the Party Injured fliall anai- 
cably demand immediate Satisfaftion for 
the faid Contraventions before it be lawful 
to break the Peace ^ and if the Fault was 
committed by any Private Subje<as of either 
Party, they alone fliall be Puniflied as Break- 
ers of the Peace, and Diftufbers of the Pub- 
lick Quiet. And Our Eaith fliall be Our 
Faith, and Our Word Our Word.
